the basic terms of reference. I have been gratified to have the CIA 
representative as head of the sub-committee on Security Intelligence 
in the past, and I sincerely hope that the situation described above 
does not, in fact, represent a change of policy by the CIA. Should 
a change in this policy be deemed appropriate, I feel that such 
change should be officially communicated to me in order that further 
arrangamerts for future conferences can be made in a timely manner.
